Sachi Rautroy has made significant contribution to Oriya poetry, fiction and 
literary criticism. But it is predominantly as a poet that he has made the deepest 
impression on the contemporary literary scene and has greatly influenced the 
poets of the next generation. 

He heralded the advent of the new poetry and modern era in Oriya literature 
‘with the publication of Patheya and Pandulipi This new trend was consolidated in 
Kavita: 1962, regarded as a classic. His subsequent anthologies imparted a rare 
intensity and depth to this modernity. Thi Bhagiratha of modern Oriya poetry 
has shown that poetry can shake off all omamentation and musical allurements 
and still capture the reader's imagination simply with its own grace and innate 


power. 

Robust humanism and a craving for spirimual uplift underlie his poetry. His 
poetry stands for the dignity of man and freedom from fear; it is a defiant declara- 
tion of human rights against a decadent social order. As a stylist he is a master of 
imagery, transmitting his own poetic experiences to his readers through colour, 
sound and telescopic designs. 

Rautroy is one of the most authentic poets of our time. From matter to spirit his 
is an all inclusive muse. It is his vision as a poet that sees the ultimate peace, 
beauty and goodness beyond all strife and ugliness. 

Bharatiya Jnanpith wishes Sachi Rautroy a long life to carry on his fine work in 
the service of literature and humanity.

Vagdevi holds in her hands a kamandalu, a book, a lotus and a 
rosary: the symbols associated with learning and spiritual insight.

utroy, born in 1916, wrote his first poem while 

ll in school and his first collection of poems was 
published in 1932 when he was sixteen. A year later he 
published a verse-play and in 1937, another collection 
of poems. He has contimued his prolific writing since 
then and has by now to his credit 18 collections of 
poetry, four collections of short stories, one novel, one 
verse-play, three volumes of literary criticism and a 
major research work on the values of literature. 
Recognition has come along the way, Rautroy has 
received Padmashri (1962), the Central Sahitya 
Akademi Award (1964), the Soviet Land Award (1965) 
and honorary doctorate degrees from the Universities of 
Andhra (1977) and of Berhampur (1978). He has been 
President of the All India Poets Conference (Calcutta, 
1968) and of the Orissa Sahitya Akademi (1978-1981). 
He has served in the Film Censor Board and has attended 
literary seminars in countries round the world. He is 
editor of a literary quarterly in Oriya language and the 
founder of a Museum of Orissan art objects. 


Satchidananda Rautroy, the doyen of Oriya writers, is 
now seventy and his eyesight is failing, Age and physical 
handicap have not, however, daunted his creative spirit 
and he is still prodigious as ever in his literary output. 
During the last two years alone, he has brought out two 
major collections of his poems, a volume of short stories 
and a book of literary criticism. This is no mean 
achievement from a writer who started his literary 
career more than fifty years back. 

What had brought Rautroy instant fame was the 
publication in 1939 of his long poem Baji Raut, 
commemorating the martyrdon of a 12-year old 
boatman boy who had fallen to police bullets during 
demonstrations against the British Raj. The book 
became a minor epic and a whole generation of Oriya 
youth drew inspiration from this celebrated poem. 
Harindranath Chattopadhyaya brought out an English 
translation of Baji Raut and some other poems in 1942 
which gained Rautroy recognition outside Orissa too. 

‘The other book which established Rautroy firmly in 
the literary firmament was Pallishri (1942), a collection 
of poems about life and society in rural Orissa. These 
poems are even today considered some of the best ever 
written about the native simplicity and idyllic charm of 
village life. With the publication of these and other 
collections of poems like Abhijan and Pandulipi, Rautroy

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became the precursor of modern and 

progressive writing in Orissa. In 1955, Modern Review 
Press, Calcutta, brought out a book Sachi Rautroy: A 
Poet of the People with contributions from such 
celebrities as Humayun Kabir, Dr. Kalidas Nag, V. 
Satyanarayana and L.R. Srinivasa Iyengar. This book 
introduced Rautroy to an all-Indian audience and the 
epithet, Poet of the People, has clung to him ever since. 


Foremost among Rautroy’s achievements is the 
introduction of a new idiom and sensibility to modern 
Oriya poetry. His Pandulipi (1947) was the harbinger of 
this new poetry and brought to Oriya literature new 
forms such as vers libre, prose-poetry and the spoken 
language. In his learned preface to the book, he 
provided a veritable manifesto of new poetry in Oriya in 
which he advocated replacement of the kavyika-riti 
(literary voice) by the vag-riti (speaking voice). 


Rautroy's views on literature, particularly poetry, 
have been expressed in his epilogues to his poetry 
collections. His collection Kavita: 1962 (1962) has a 200- 
page appendix on the role of new poetry laying down a 
creed for poets. He himself became the chief exponent 
of this creed inspiring a generation of new poets. 


Even as he experimented with new forms, Rautroy 
also tackled a variety of subjects in his poetry. From the 
romanticism of his early poems he progressed to 
realism, Socialism and Marxism of his later writings. As 
a matter of fact, this trend was evident even in his 
earlier works; in his series of village poems, he had not 
only sung about the peaceful and idyllic rural life, but 
had also highlighted the trials and tribulations of the 
peasantry. During the war years he came out with 
poems about Hitler, Berlin, Spain. Later still, he has 
written poems on Korea, Mujibur Rahman, Yahya 
Khan, all pointing to his political sensibility and 
reactions to contemporary happenings. Rautroy has 
always stood for life and freedom and justice and has 
contemplated a society in which everyman is free and 
equal and lives with dignity and hope. He has written 
about the small man—the clerk, the shopkeeper, the 
peasant—but his poetry has not become propagandist. 
For Rautroy is primarily a poet and his poetry, even 
when advocating a cause or celebrating an event, has 
risen above the immediate through deep understand- 
ing, superb craftsmanship and subtle sensibility. Even 
commonplace leftist and surrealist jargon is touched 
and elevated in his poems with a charm and poetic 
power. His subtle mingling of private emotions and

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The discussion was initiated by Smt. Rama 
Jain herself when she invited some of the leading 
litterateurs at her residence on 22 November 
1961. Kaka Kalelkar, Harivansh Rai 
Bachchan, Ramdhari Singh Dinkar, Jainendra 
Kumar, Jagadish Chandra Mathur, Prabhakar 
Machwe and Akshaya Kumar Jain discussed 
almost all the aspects of the idea. A primary 
form of the plan was presented two days later 
0n 24 November 61 by Sahu Shanti Prasad Jain 
before Dr. Rajendra Prasad, who admiring the 
idea, promised all his thoughtful cooperation, 

Following was the discussion on the plan, 
amongst the litterateurs of different languages. 
‘The top-ranking Bangla writers and critics 
from Calcutta exchanged ideas on 6 December 
1961; while on January 1962, again at Calcutta, 
discussions took place amongst the 72 scholars 
who had assembled for participating in the All 
India Gujarati Sahitya Parishad and the 
Bharatiya Hindi Parishad. In the meantime 
four thousand copies of the plan were 
circulated for favour of comments of various 
literary institutions and writers. 

To give a final shape to the plan an exhaus- 
tive symposium of nearly 300 outstanding 
writers. from all the linguistic circles of the 
country was convened on 2 April 1962 in Delhi 
under the joint auspices of the Bharatiya Jnanpith and the Times of 
India. Presided over by Dr.V. Raghavan and by Bhagwati Charan Varma 
respectively the two sessions of the symposium were conducted by Dr. 
Dharmavir Bharati, Kaka Kalelkar, Hare Krishna Mehtab, Nissim 
Ezeikil, Dr. Suniti Kumar Chatterjee, Dr. Mulk Raj Anand, Surendra 
Mohanti, Devesh Dass, Siyaram Sharan Gupta, Ramdhari Singh 
Dinkar, Udai Shankar Bhatt, Jagadish Chandra Mathur, Dr. Ram 
Kumar Varma, Dr. Nagendra, Dr. Bendre, Jainendra Kumar and 
Manmath Nath Gupta were some of the participants. 

Thus finalized, the plan was placed before Dr. Rajendra Prasad with a 
request to head the Selection Board, called the Pravara-parishad, of the 
Jnanpith Award. 

Dr. Rajendra Prasad had fixed up 16 March 1963 for the meeting of the 
Pravara-parishad, which he would have headed but unfortunately he 
passed away to his heavenly abode before this meeting. Ultimately the 
meeting was chaired by Kaka Kalelkar and the Parishad was thereaftr 
headed by Dr. Sampumnananda. F 

Selecting a work (as was the rule for the first seventeen awards) or a 
writer (as the revised rule since the eighteenth award) from so many 
languages is a difficult and stupendous task—this fact was unanimously 
agreed upon in the discussions which were held at earlier stages.

would it be possible to have a comparative 
study ,of the works selected from diverse 
languages? Was it not almost impossible to 
chum out a team of versatile scholars who may 
really be as masters of all the concerned 
And; suppose, all this were to be 
possible, what was there that would 
guarantee against the questions and comments 
coming otherwise? 

But it has been made easier by the active 
participation and cooperation of a very large 
number of scholars, literary critics, writers, 
academicians, etc., in a multitier process observed 
meticulously. The process of selection begins 
with the submission of proposals by a large 
number of discriminating readers, critics, 
literary institutions, language departments of 
Indian universities and other similar 
organisations. These proposals are scrutinised 
by the language advisory committees. There is 
an advisory committee for each language con- 
sisting of three eminent literary critics and 
scholars. These committees are reconstituted 
every three years. A committee, however, is not 
obliged to make its recommendations out of 
these proposals only. It is free to consider other 
writers before making its recommendation for 
the Award. In fact, a language advisory com- 
mittee is expected, and in practice it does so, to 
ensure that no deserving writer of the language 
concerned is left out of consideration. A committee is expected to take 
into account the entire literary creativity of the author and evaluate it in 
the background of contemporary writing, 

The recommendations of the various language advisory committees go 
to a Selection Board, which is the highest body responsible for the final 
selection. The Board consists of not less than seven and not more than 
eleven members who are all of high repute and integrity. To begin with, 
the Board was constituted by the Bharatiya Jnanpith Trust but subse- 
quently vacancies were, and continue to be, filled on the recommen- 
dations of the Selection Board itself. Each member has a term of three 
years but is eligible to continue for further terms. One of the members of 
the Selection Board is nominated as its chairman. The chairman and 
members of the Selection Board have invariably been persons’ of great 
eminence and renowned scholars. Shri P.V. Narasimha Rao, the Minister 
for Human Resources Development in the Government of India, who is 
a renowned linguist and writer, is the present chairman. Other eminent 
scholars and writers who have been chairman/member of the Selection 
Board include Acharya Kalelkar, Dr. Sampurnanand, Dr. B. Gopala 
Reddy, Dr. Karan. Singh, Acharya Hazari Prasad Dwivedi, Dr. V.K. 
Gokak, Dr. Uma Shankar Joshi, Dr. Nihar Ranjan Ray, Dr, RK. 
Dasgupta, Dr. Masud Hussain, Prof. M.V. Rajadhyaksha—all outstand- 
ing names in Indian literature.

The Selection Board studies the material submitted to it and makes & 
comparative evaluation of the recommendations of the language 
advisory committees. The final selection is the result of comprehensive 
and in-depth deliberations of the Selection Board. This churning has been 
yielding the pride of Indian literary creativity year after year. It is a marvel 
that despite a multiplicity of languages and varying nuances of cultural 
ethos reflected in literatures of the different languages a well merited and 
widely acceptable decision has always been possible. lt is mainly because 
despite diversity there is much in common in the articulation of Indian 
literature irrespective of the language. From the earliest times Indian

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literature has not only been a vehicle of tradition but also the ‘voice of 
protest and an instrument of change’. 

It is a matter of gratification that the objectivity of this painstaking 
process is widely recognised and the selections have been largely 
endorsed. That is how the Jnanpith Award has acquired an unparalleled 
prestige in Indian literature. And it is not due to its monetary value 
(which incidentally is the highest for any literary award in India) but 
because this is the only award given for the best creative literary writing 
by an Indian citizen in any of the 15 Indian languages included in the 
VIII Schedule to the Indian Constitution. The Award has in fact come to. 
symbolize the comprehensive vision of Indian literature. 

Since 1965, when the first Award was presented, twentyfour eminent 
writers have received the Award in twentytwo years, on two occasions 
shared by two each. The Award has gone four times to Hindi and Kannada, 
thrice to Bangla and Malayalam, twice to Gujarati and Oriya and once to 
Assamese, Marathi, Punjabi, Tamil, Telugu and Urdu each.

t the time of the 12th ses- 

sion of the All India 

Oriental Conference 
held in Varanasi in December, 
1943 a few leading Indologists 
met privately to discuss certain 
aspects relating to the study of 
Indian culture and literature. 
Fully recognising the contribu- 
tion of Sanskrit, they felt that in 
order to appreciate the full spec- 
trum of our heritage in 
philosophy, religion, culture and 
literature, it was also essential to 
unravel the treasures of Pali, 
Prakrit and Apabhramsha. This 
was not an easy task. They 
approached the.late Sahu Shanti 
Prasad Jain for the setting up of 
an organization to undertake 
this work in a systematic man- 
ner. Sahuji’s response, charac- 
teristic of his deep love for 
learning and for our cultural 
heritage, took the practical shape 
in the setting up of the Bharatiya 
Jnanpith. The Deed of Declara- 
tion dated 14th Feburary. 1944. 
establishing the organization, 
stated its objective as: ‘to con- 
duct researches so as to bring out 
the extinct and rare works of 
knowledge and to encourage crea- 
tion of original contemporary 
{iterature for the benefit of the 
people’. 

Since its inception the 
Bharatiya Jnanpith has been 
working devotedly for the fulfil- 
ment of its twin objectives. It 
launched its research and 
publication programme with the 
recoveryof a monumental classic. 
A temple at Moodbidri (Kar- 
nataka) had been storing for 
centuries an unidentified manu- 


script of palm leaves. The Jnan- 
pith’s painstaking rescarch 
brought to light that it was a 
ninth century text (with com- 
mentary in Sanskrit), written in 
Hade (old) Kannada of a still 
older, second century, work of 
Prakrit on the doctrine of kar- 
man. It cost about Rs. 90,000/-at 
that time to bring out the whole 
text with Hindi translation of 
this great work, Mahabandha, in 
seven volumes comprising 3000 
pages. 

‘This was the beginning of the 
Murtidevi Granthamala which 
has since then been bringing out 
in scientifically edited form rare 
works on Indian thought, culture 
and religion. These works are 
in Sanskrit, Prakrit, Pali, 
Apabhramsha, Tamil, Kannada, 
Hindi and English covering sub- 
jects like philosophy, logic, 
ethics and rituology, grammar, 
poetics etc. The series began 
under the guidance and 
editorship of oautstanding 
scholars like Dr. AN, Upadhye, 
Dr. H.L. Jain and Prof. A. 
Chakravarty and Pt. Kailash 
Chandra Shastri who has recen- 
tly left for heavenly abode. The 
Jnanpith is fortunate in having 
Dr. Jyoti Prasad Jain as the 
present general editor of ,the 
series. 

A distinctive, feature of these 
publications has been to pro- 
duce comparative linguistic and 
literary studies of our rich 
ancient lore. Padma-purana of 
Acharya Ravisena (Sanskrit: 7th 
century A.D.), Paumachariu of 
Svayambhu (Apabhramsha), 
Rama-chandra-charita-purana of 
Nagachandra (Kannada; 12th 
century) and Ramavijaya-kavya 
of Devappa Kavi (Kannada : 
16th century), all relate to Rama- 
katha. Similarly Mahapurana of 
Acharya Jinasena (Sanskrit : 9th 
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Late Smt. Rama Jain, Founder- 
President of Bharatiya 
Jnanpith, whose dynamism made 
Joanpith a living symbol of 
literary integration of India 
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century) and Mahapurana of 
Puspadanta (Apabhramsha 
10th century) deal with identical 
lore of the Jain mythology. 
Another great work of 
Svayambhbu, Rittha-nemi-chariu, 
which has remained un- 
published s6 far, is now avail- 
able to the readers. More than 
120 works have been published 
under this Granthamala. With 
the same objective in view the 
Jnanpith took over the Manik 
Chandra Granthamala, named 
after Seth Manikchand Pan- 
achand, which published a 
series of critically edited Sanskrit 
texts from Bombay. With the 
new additions made by the Jnan- 
pith the series has now 55 titles to 
its credit. 

The Kannada Granthamala 
was started to bring out classics 
of Kannada (with translation in 
modern Kannada) to provide 
scholars new horizons of 
rescarch. The Jnanpith also 
undertook a survey of ancient 
manuscripts in Karnataka and 
published a catalogue of 
palmieaf manuscripts, which 
continues to be a great help in 
research and academic studies. 
1n order to encourage research 
and studies in these old treasures 
of literature, Smt Rama Rani 
Jain Institute of Research has 
been set up at Moodbidri, where 
hundreds of such manuscripts 
are stored. The founder of the 
Jnanpith, Shri Sahu Shanti 
Prasad Jain had earlier helped 
the Government of Bihar with a 
generous donation of Rs. seven 
lakhs for the establishment of 
the Institute of Prakrit, Jainology 
and Ahimsa at Vaishali. 

‘The objective of encouraging 
creation Of original modern 
literature is sought to be 
achieved through several pro- 
grammes, the most important 


being the Lokodaya Grantha- 
mala. Tt has been the endeavour 
of the Jnanpith to bring up 
emerging talent whose writings 
are generally ignored by com- 
mercial publishers. The 
Bharatiya Jnanpith can jus- 
ifiably feel proud of the fact that 
it has helped a number of writers 
who have acquired eminence 
today in their formative years. It 
is in line with this tradition that il 
has announced a new programme 
of competition to publish works 
of budding writers. The first such 
competition was in the field of 
short story and aroused a keen 
interest among the young 
writers. In all, about ninety 
manuscrpts were received. Dr. 
Rita Shukla's Kraunchavadha 
1atha Anya Kahaniyan was 
adjudged as the best by a board 
of judges. This year the literary 
genre of Humour and Satire 
was chosen for this purpose. 
There were 46 entries out of 
which Dr. Harish Naval's 
Baghpat ke Kharbuze was 
adjudged the best. The Writer was 
felicitated on the occasion of the 
release of his hook on 31 October 
1987. The subject of the next 
competition will be ‘Drama’. 

The publication of contem- 
porary literature is not confined 
to the works of Hindi alone. The 
Jnanpith has always felt that our 
people should have the means of 
access to each other's literature. 
Under the Rashtrabharati 
Granthamala, therefore, are 
published the Hindi translations 
of works of Jnanpith laureates 
and other eminent writers of 
various Indian languages. The 
Granthamala is thus not only 
making some of the best contem- 
porary Indian literature access- 
ible to the Hindi readers but is 
also making its translation into 
other Indian languages easier. 
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In its efforts to bring the 
literatures of various Indian 
languages closer, the Jnanpith 
has embarked upon a scheme to 
publish every year separate 
collections of selected poems 
and short stories published for 
the first time in various Indian 
languages in that particular year. 
Such collections for 1983 and 84 
have already been published 
and those for 1985 and 1986 are 
in hand. In course of time these 
collections are likely to become 
the most useful reference guides 
on Modem Indian Literature. 

From time to time the Jnan- 
pith also organises seminars of 
creative writers from all the dif- 
ferent languages of India. The 
1983 Srijan Parva is a case in 
point where eminent writers 
from different Indian languages 
had the opportunity to present 
their best pieces and explain 
their creative process to their 
counterparts in other languages. 
Similarly the Katha Parva and 
Kavyotsava programmes 
organised by Jnanpith on 
various occassions have been 
likened to literary pilgrimages. 

‘The Jnanpith has always 
joined other organisations in 
worthwhile cultural and literary 
projects. It collaborated with 
the Shravanabelgola Digambar 
Jain M.1. Managing Committee, 
Shravanabelgola (Karnataka) in 
publishing an artistically pro- 
duced volume, Mahotsava 
Darshan, which records for pos- 
terity the serenity and grandeur 
of the Maha-mastakabhishek of 
Gommateshvara Bahubali, held 
in February, 1981. The book was 
released in May, 1985 at a func- 
tion held in New Delhi by Shri 
V.N. Gadgil, the then Minister of 
Information and Broadcasting, 
in the august presence of Karma- 
yogi Svastisi Bhattaraka 
Svamiji. 


But the crowning act in this 
sphere continues to be the 
annual Jnanpith Award given 
for the best ereative literary writ- 
ing by any Indian citizen in any 
of the languages included in the 
VIII Schedule to the Indian Con- 
stitution. The Award is the 
brainchild of Smt. Rama Rani 
Jain, the first President and the 
moving spirit behind the Jnan- 
pith since its inception. It has 
become a most unique event in 
the literary history of our time, 

The Bharatiya Jnanpith has 
set up another award known as 
Murtidevi Sahitya Puraskar, 
named after the revered mother 
of Shri Shriyans Prasad Jain and 
the late Shri Sahu Shanti Prasad. 
The award now carries an 
amount of Rs. 21,000/- and is 
given every year to an outstand- 
ing literary work in any of the 
Indian languages and English 
propounding the basic values 
such as ahimsa, anekanta, 
aparigraha, peace, sacrifice, com- 
passion, human-welfare etc. The 
first award for the year 1983 was 
given to Shri C.K. Nagaraja Rao 
for his famous Kannada novel 
Para-mahadevi Shantala. The 
Jnanpith has broutht out this 
great work in Hindi in four 
volumes. The second Murtidevi 
Sahitya Puraskar was awarded 
to the famous novel Muktiduta of 
the well-known Hindi writer 
Shri Virendra Jain who was 
felicitated for the same at a spe- 
cial function held on 27 April, 
1986. The third Award was given 
to Shri Manu Bhai Pancholi, 
‘Darshak' for his Gujarati novel 
Jher to Pidhan chhe Jani Jani. The 
fourth Award to Shri Kanhaiya 
Lal Sethia for his collection of 
poems Nirgranth, has just been 
announced. 

Apart from these literary 
activities; the Jnanpith is now 
undertaking studies on ahimsa. 
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‘The importance of dissemina- 
tion of knowledge and informa- 
tion on this subject cannot be 
over-emphasised, particularly at 
present when the threat of a 
nuclear holocaust can no longer 
be described as imaginary. Work 
on an anthology of essays con- 
taining the salient aspects of 
ahimsa in major religions prac- 
tised in the country, is in an 
advanced stage. 

Bharatiya Jnanpith is equally 
active in the field of Indian art 
and archaeology. Its Jaina Art 
and Architecture in three 
volumes, edited by the late Shri 
A. Ghosh, is a monumental 
work. The Jnanpith has over the 
years developed an extensive 
Archives of the Photographs of 
Jaina Antiquities. The Jain artis- 
tic and architectural creations 
have made a significant con- 
tribution to the mainstream of 
Indian art. This exercise is in fact 
an attempt to build a systematic 
comprehensive and permanent 


record of ancient and medieval 
art, architecture, painting, 
epigraphs etc., in the form of 
photographs taken from the 
various public and private 
collections in India and abroad. 
‘These art objects pertain to the 
period from the Mauryan age to 
the close of the 18th century. The 
Archives has 15,000 
photographs, arranged 
placewise and objectwise in two 
sets for facility of reference. In 
consultation with the 
Archacological Survey of India 
and some other academic 
institutions the Jnanpith is pro- 
posing to publish (1) a sys- 
tematic catalogue of those 
collections for the use of 
research scholars and (2) small 
monographs on different 
features of our art and culture as 
presented by these objects. One 
such monograph entitled 
Ambika is to be released shortly. 
‘The nature of the material and 
the proposed programme have 
been brought to the notice of the 
universities. and academic 
organisations, who may benefit 
from it. 

Bharatiya Jnanpith is 
managed by a Trust under the 
presidentship of the well-known 
industrialist and enlightened 
patron of various social and 
cultural activities, Padma- 
bhushan Sahu Shriyans Prasad 
Jain. His commitment to Indian 
culture, vast learning and 
interest in literature have created 
a deep impact on the working of 
the organisation. The day to day 
affairs are guided by Shri Ashok 
Kumar Jain, as the Managing 
‘Trustee. Imbued with the vision 
and spirit of his illustrious 
parents, Sahu Shanti Prasad 
Jain and Smt. Rama Jain, he has 
imparted a new dynamism into 
the working of the Bharatiya 
Jnanpith.
